This insures plenty of 
milk. A constant ly of water is an ef- 
fective way to encourage heavy eating. Al- 
though cows that are kept in sanitary barns 
will seldom get contagious disease, the in- 
dividual drinking cups minimize the chance 
of infection. 

Cows’ milk is approximately 87°, water and 
13; solids. Recent tests at the Pennsylvania 
station show that a plentiful supply of water 
is necessary if a large milk flow is to be main- 
tained. When feeding fresh grass, the cows 
drank 234 pounds of water for each 100 
pounds of milk produced. When given some 
kind of grass in a dry condition, the cows 
drank 421 pounds of water. The animals 
require a large amount of water, even when 
given a succulent ration. Experience indi- 
cates that each cow needs about 542 pounds 
of water in feed and drink for each pound of 
milk produced. If the supply is always near 
at hand the cow will unconsciously consume 
the proper amount.

Cups a Profitable Expenditure 

The following account comes from a prom- 
inent dairyman, who has tried out the system 
of individual drinking cups and the constant 
source of water supply. 

“I think the individual drinking cups are 
by far the most profitable expenditure I have 
made on my farm,” writes Loren S. Duggen 
of Wyoming county, N Y. They were of great 
convenience last winter when I introduced a 
new kind of dairy feed. My dairy cows in- 
creased four pounds a day in milk produc- 
tion. A neighbor who fed the same amount 
and kind of feed as I, found that his cows 
shrunk four pounds each during the same 
period, which was of about 10 days. He 
turned his cows out in the cold; they would 
shiver for a couple of hours.

the cream makes a watery sound and 
the glass in the churn is eve nly cov 
ered with crea 

As the process nears completion, 
the cream appears on the glass as a 
thick, coagulated mass, because the 
butter granules are forming and the 
cream is mushy and granular. There 
is also a noticeable difference in the 
sound of the mass and a decided swing 
as the churn revolves. From time to 
time the butter is examined, as over- 
churning incorporates buttermilk in 
the product which will not readily 
wash out. When the butter granules 
reach the size of wheat grains, the 
process is complete, and the butter- 
milk removed through the hole in the 
bottom of the churn. A strainer is 
used to catch any particles of butter. 

Washing Out the Butterm 1k 

When the granules are of the prop- 
er size, the largest surface is exposed 
to the wash water, and best results 
obtained in removing the buttermilk, 


yet masinta.ning the proper grain and 
body of the butter Water that is ap- 
proximately the same temperature as 
the butter, as determined with a ther- 
mometer, is used to wash the product. 
The cork is replaced in the bottom of 
the churn and an amount of water 
equal to the original mie ire OF cream 
poured into the apparatus, Then, re- 
placing the cover, the churn is given 
four or five revolutions, the wash 
Water withdrawn and the process re- 
peated If the second wash does not 
drain off as reasonably clear wate 
the washing is repeated Cold wash 
Water, makes the butter too hard, 


while hot wash water softens the 
granules and spoils the body of the 
product. 

The butter worker is now made 
ready by rinsing with hot water, leav- 
ing the worker thoroughly wet, The 
butter is removed with the ladle and 
weighed in any convenient receptacle 
The salt to be added is based on the 
amount of three-fourths of an ounce 
for each pound of butter, although the 
market or personal taste regulates the 
exact amount to be used. Following 
this, the butter is spread upon the 
moist worker, to a depth of 2 inches, 
and the salt sifted quite evenly upon 
it. Using the lever, the mass is pressed, 
incorporating the salt and working out 
the surplus water. The butter is fold- 
ed and again pressed until a proper 
grain and body has been made. 

Great care must be taken not to 
overwork the butter, or a sticky prod- 


uct with a greasy appearance will re- 
sult. Butter which is well worked is 
Waxy and bright, and readily dissolves 
in the mouth. The texture or grain is 
about right when the butter will blend 
to an- angle of 45 degrees before 
breaking When underworked the 
mente tty is brittlh ind, if the salt is not 
evenly distributed t will hb uneven 
in color, If the product is cold and 
very firm it will need more working 
than when soft. 

Even for very local markets the 
one-pound print offers the most at- 
tractive market appearane and 
should net the farmer a few cents a 
pound more than butter of the same 
quality in crocks or tubs. The woodet 
print is inexpensive and may bear the 
trademark of the farm Plain prints 
wrapped in tissue paper and put into 
thin cardboard containers, bearing the 
trademark of the farm, go well on the 
market, and indicate thet the farmer 
is experienced in his line. The oc-

Manure Boosts Corn 

In preparation for large corn crops 
one of the greatest factors contribut- 
ing to high yields on long-cultivated 
soils is the use of barnyard manure 
protected from rains and reinforced 
with acid phosphate. During spring 
months before plowing is possible this 
material should be spread over the 
fields, and then operations can pro- 
ceed rapidly when the plows are 
started.

Farm and Market Roads 
We take the following from a byes paper: 


“This road will furnish another improved cet for this 
village and will open up a larve tr: f land f building 
lota; the result will be a great benefit to the village.’ 


The more we look into the road s ‘iteation 


the more fearful we are that farm and mar- 
ket roads are very largely neglected in New 
York state. The situation described above 
came as a result of a petition signed by 77 
farmers of the village. The road they 


wanted improved was the important road of 
the district. 

A hearing was held in the village, attended 
in round numbers by 75 people, mostly vil- 
lagers, and by those interested in another 
route, the one selected, that went to a camp- 
ing district. When the hearing was held as 
to location of the road, not a farmer had been 
notified. It is reported to us that the an- 
nouncement was made on the screen of a 
moving picture house in the village. When 
the hearing was held a few days later no 
farmer had been advised either as to place 
or time or even that a hearing was to be 
held. Consequently none of the 77 petition- 
ers were present or knew anything about the 
hearing; but a new road route was selected. 
It will furnish another improved street for 
the village, as the editor says, and will open 
up a large tract of land for building lots! 

Is it any wonder that the farmers are dis- 
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gusted over the way roads have been built in 
New York? Should road funds be used to 
improve village building lot sections? The 
petitioners state that the route selected was 
advocated only by the villagers and those 
who wanted it up into the swamp hole where 
nobody lives. Not a farmer was advised 
about the hearing. They state that the no- 
tice of the meeting was thrown on the movie 
screen twice one rainy Saturday night and 
the hearing was held on Wednesday follow- 
ing. The editor of the paper just quoted, 
who seems to be more interested in roads for 
improving building lots, says he did not get 
the notice in time to print and that if any- 
thing was “put across,” his paper was not 
the party to it. We shall take him at his 
word, but think the petitioners got a raw deal 
and that another hearing should be held. 
Commissioner Greene recently stated to 
American Agriculturist that if any road had 
been located not to the interest of the people 
he would either not build it or give reasons 
why such a road should be built. Here is a 
clear case where there is a chance to make 
good.

To New York Senators: A Warning 
New York farmers have asked you to re- 
peal the daylight saving law. It was passed 


-as a war measure, but, like many such pieces 


of legislation, was not needed; it rendered no 
service, only annoyed and made farm work 
costly and less efficient. You have heard rea- 
sons why this law should be retained, but 
these reasons are trivial, as each of you 
knows. You have heard the many objections 
against this law, and we will not repeat them. 
You know them, however; know they are 
sound, and down in your hearts know that 
God’s time better serves the people than this 
departure from that time. 

But this is not just the point to which we 
are calling your attention here and now. 
What we wish to say is this: American 
Agriculturist intends to do a little separating 
over this measure. We say it very kindly 
and feelingly, but frankly, that those who 
vote for the repeal of this measure, or, in 
other words, who vote for helping farmers, 
will be recorded in these columns as those 
who are friendly to farm interests. On the 
other hand, those who vote for the retention 
of this law against farmers will likewise be 
listed as unfriendly to farmers. You may 
try the bluff that you do not care, but, sena- 
tors, the folks back home do care how you 
vote on this measure. Outside of a few big 
cities, every one of you was elected by farm- 
er votes. You soon again will be asking for 
these farmer votes, but if you vote against 
farmers we are going to ask our read- 
ers to vote against you and we are going to 
ask this in black and white, and ask it square- 
ly from the shoulders. 

You see, we are now face to face with a bit 
of practical politics; not partisan politics, 
but a new kind, just plain, fair farm politics. 
American Agriculturist goes into more than 
one out of every three farm homes in New 
York. These homes will average three voters 
to each. These voters can elect or defeat 
the most of you.

Those 
who are with farmers will be put on the 
honor list and those who are against farmers 
will be put on the other kind of list. It wil] 
be up to you to make the choice. If you choose 
wrongly, no one will be to blame but yourself, 

Ignorance No Longer Bliss 

Milk producers and city consumers have 
had one thing in common these last few 
weeks, and that is in the desire for more open 
weather all along the line to facilitate milk 
deliveries. The weather struck a common 
chord of sympathy between the two distinct 
classes of society, producers and the consum- 
ers. But the consumers have so much more 
in common than the weather, if they would 
only realize it and act accordingly. 

Consumers should understand that farm- 
ers are up against the same problem of high 
prices as they are in everything which enters 
into their ma product. Consumers 
are hard pressed, too, with the high prices 
for all commodities. They demand more for 
their business labors and in general they get 
it. They must do so to live rightly. 

Here’s one of the problems which is com- 
mon to both producers and consumers. City 
folks must realize this and satisfy themselves 
in their own minds that farmers should re- 
ceive more for the food products. Ignorance 
is no longer bliss to the uninformed. This 
bond of ipathy should exist be- 
tween the country and the city people, and 
even in the most trying times it is infinitely 
more important than the weather.

Demand High Class Seed 

With red clover seed worth more than half 
a dollar a pound, other field seeds relatively 
high and back of all the necessity of han- 
dling meadows, grain fields and truck gar- 
dens to the very best advantage, it is exceed- 
ingly important that the integrity and ger- 
minating qualities of all seeds offered be 
maintained at a high standard. For some 
years past altogether too much harmful or 
worthless seed has been foisted upon the 
public. State legislatures are now taking up 
the matter in earnest to provide against 
these iniquities. In the federal appropria- 
tion bill a substantial sum is included for use 
in testing commercial seeds. 

Often poor germinating qualities must be 
ascribed to unfavorable weather conditions 
of the preceding harvest. For example. in 
Minnesota last year’s spring wheat tests 
showed the sample germinated only 80%, 
timothy as low as 84¢;, and red clover 71%. 
The admixture of weed seeds to offerings in 
the open market are even more reprehen- 
sible. All of this means heavy losses to 
farmers, in some years mounting into tens of 
millions of dollars. Irresponsible seedsmen 
must be prevented from flooding the country 
with faulty offerings of this character. Rigid 
legislation and enforcement of adequate 
laws should serve to promptly correct these 
evils. This is particularly important at the 
moment, with the spring seeding season just 
ahead.

This is but one 
of the many arguments that go to 
support my statement about finding 
time to do a thing you want to do 
I often wonder why the asparagus 
bed is so generally omitted in plan- 
ning the farm garden. It is one of 
the best vegetables we have, and is so 
easily grown, once started, that it re- 
quires little care to keep the weeds 
from overrunning it. I have always 
had an asparagus bed. Perhaps one 
reason for this that in my father's 
carden this helpful vegetable was al- 
wa found In the spring all the 
old salt and brine from the pork and 
other meat barrels was spread over 
the asparagus bed. Weeds did not 
bother and the shoots of sparagcus 
rew plentiful and large. 
Making an Asparagus Bed 
In starting a bed one can get nurs- 
ery grown plants one, two or three 
years old, and in this way get returns 
sooner than bv sowing the seed In 
the spring of 1917, I sowed some as- 
paragus seeds In the spring of 1918 
I had an abundance of strong, well 
rooted plants The extent of their 
root growth surprised me. The strip 
where I set them was covered with 


well rotted manure the previous fall. 
I did not plow the strip, but gave it a 
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thorough mixing with ai cultivator 
and then used a shovel plow to open 
. turrow for the plants. I placed some 


or the top soil in the bottom of this 
furrow and gave it a good stirring up 
with my garden cultivator. This was 
on April 5, and the air was rather 
chilly, but the soil was in good con.
